After T-1 met ,!5URPHY, he becnsme interested in MURPHY'S activities 
and the Leaguer's activities because MURPHY appeared' to bo ultra anti-Communistic 
but seemed to have a world of infornatidn concdrninc Communistic affairs. T-1 
stated that he recalls a meeting was; arranged vAierein several executives from 
local business concerns were invited* and liURPHY talked -to thoiii, explaining the' 
Comunist situation in the country to them; After -he finished; MURPHY was inter- 
rogated as to where the League obtained their funds to finance their activities 
m combating Communism- and h© advised'^thom that they i-eceived it through donations 
and contributions-, JiURPHY explained that for contributions and, donations given 
to the League, the donors would receive in return the publications of the League 
vrtxich they v/ere free to dispose of as thoy saw fit. ■ ' • 

As a result of this mooting, many businessmen in the Buffalo area - 
became interested and gave donations to the League. T-1 advised that, in his- 
opinion, lIURHiy collected approximately §2^,000 in. this aro£i but he had *no^ definite 
information as to whether or not this amount was correct; hov/over, T-1 laiew of 
individuals who had given as much, as ^,000, Continuing, T-1 stated that ^vhenever 
a donation was given, to IKJRPHY, a receipt was ahmys received in reliurn from the 
League and ho knev: .of no instance where IIURPHY had received a contribution and 
no roocipt had been given in return. 

T-1 ' also advised that he had understood that the League had. been 
founded an 1919, imraediately after the last vrorld war in order to combat the ''Red 
Element and Communist affairs. He' understood that all of the paid officers of 
^he League were not tp-roceivo in excess of $5,000 a year, including expenses 
and tJrnt much of their activities vrero dovotod gratuitously. 

T-1 also stated that HURPIIY made contacts through individuals who 
wrote to the League requesting i;hoir publications. liURPHY would then receive 
the names of individuals vAio had written in and contact then, explaining the 
work of the League to them. . ' ' , 

. ^"^ recalls that in October of 1942, IJURPHY displayed to him phbto-^ " 
static copies of a booklet which the League was to publish and distributes' -"This" 
booklet carried the-fol lowing information on the outside cover: "Department, of 
Juswico Memo, Strictly Confidential,, Prom the Secret Files of the FBI." T-i stated 
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that he advised OTRPHY that ho objected to the publication of this booklet, and 
that he interrogated as to wfTio-feher or not it had been approved by the .Honorable 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau ,of Investigation • IRJRPHY stated 
that it had not been approved by llr. HOOVER, v/hereupon 15URPHY called JO SEPH P*^ ^ 
&l Zk}^j acocutivo Vice-Chairnan of the League, by telephone and explained T-l*s 
objection to the printing of the pamphlet. KhMP at that time advised T-1 that ^ 
he^ did not believe that he would object to it after he saw it published. T-1 
s'tated that he further expressed his .objectionis and continued his objections 
to the printing of this pamphlet even after he had received copies of the> com- 
pleted ones from the League. ^ ^ 

During another conversation vdth JIURPHY, T-3. advised MURPIff he had 
heard that KklT vitis antj-Oor^jrui^nistic but not anti-Nasi or anti-Fascistv IFJRPHY 
stated that he had also heard this inf orrnation but that it had been refuted and 
subsequent pamphlets, which .had been published by the^League^ had clearly indicated

T-1 is of tne opinion that, although J^IURPKY was ultra anti-Coinmunistia 
at ail tines and ultra anti-New Deal, the thing that, regally made ^!URPEY dissatisr 
fi^d v/as a speech made hy the Honorable Attorney General Francis Biddle, wherein 
Mr; Biddlo stated that there would no longer be two political parties in the United 
States but that there v/ould be only one party, the Nov/ Deal Party, 

Continuing > T-1 stated that liURPHY had previously made' a great deal 
of money out of the manufacture of steel but/had lost it; siisequent to losing it, 
ho had devoted his activity to the League • T-1 v/as under the impression that 
LTURPHy covered the (Entire United States for the League but spent most of his time 
in the Eastern Area, He rcGalle^* that J^IURPHY had at one time advised him he had 
gone to San Francisco, Oalii'ornia, on affairs for the League. T-1 further stated b7D 
that he had heard from IIURPHY once since J anuary, 1 943. at, which liURPkr telephoned

HARVEY S.MilLLS, 192 Normal Avenue, Buffello, New York, personally 
contacted the Buffalo On^ice and furnished the ini'ormatlon that he has met sub- 
ject, on several occasions in the year, 1943, at the Henry Stetson Shoe Store; 
located in the Hotel Statler, Buffalo, New. York* He stated that MURPffiT was known 
to EARL CHAI'fBERLAIN, l&nagor of the Stetson Shoe Store and, in the opinion of 
HILLS, IIURPHY was preaching disunity, class hatred and internal dissension* MILLS 
stated that he recalled that subject luURPirST had stated': "If v;e win the Vi^r, Joe . 
Stalin will dictate the peace;, then Communism," "Hitler migh^ just as woll/winr^"^ 
the v;ar as far as the effect on our economy." LULLS fiirthor advised, thajb lie* 
r^ecalled 'the subject declaring that our present money was worthless fia^mohey 
and that the Government might just as well turn the presses loose "as to, go through 
the.:pretons6 of iseuing^ bonds* MILLS also infi>rmGd that the. subject had called 
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high Governmont officials Conmunists and added that he had boen accused of being 
a Fascist. i^rURPIIT also advised HILLS that Gdlonel McCOR!«CK, ^ovmer ot the 
Chicago Tribune, was 100 per cent Aiaerican and that he always toolt his hat off 
^vhenever the name of HERBERT HOOVER \vas mentioned. Continuing^ MILLS stated 
that IfURPHY advised that ??ENDELL IJILLKIB had sold out to the Coriimunists and that • 
the president was no d— good at xll and v*as driving this country into a Com- 
munist economy* MILLS stated t^aat 15URPHY gave the appearance of having a great 
deaA- of noney,. drives a Cadillac sedan, his occupation is unkno^vp but he. has 
indicated that he spoke btfovb. various clubs and associations.^ In conclusion, 
MILLS added that sub^jeot 5-unPHY 'had nade the statement, "The bonds vroh't be v/orth 
a nickel after the %m>' is over."

H. \7ITHSRSP00N, Vice-President of the Oliamber of Commerce, upon 
interview advised that th^^ haj never been contacted by l^RPHY concerning the 
solicitation of funds in the City of Buffal^o for the Constitutional Educational 
League* 

For the infprriation of the Detroit and Grand Rapids Field Divisions, 
in January of 1945, thirty-three individuals v/ercx^ indicted by a Federal Qtve^rA Jury 
at Washington, D. C, for sedition. The instur.t League was named in the indictmorrt 
as an instrument used by the said seditionists- and prosecution on the above said 
s^dj,tiQnistfi is still ponding. Inforniation has boel^ rMoeivod from informants in 
I J Offico that IIURPHY was active in the Tetrolt Field Division and Grand 
Kapids Field Division. He is definitely ki^ovpa to have contactpd the individuals 
set out in the leads of this report for the above iuontioned offices ♦ ^
